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Success of dual-fuel tests . . . 
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of gallons of propane in under- 
ground storage, and the surplus 
of product amounts to approxi- 
mately 2800 million gals. per year. 
If this excellent motor fuel should 
prove useful to the railroads, as 
well as to other heavy industries, 
many of the headaches caused by 
surpluses would be alleviated. 

I sincerely believe we are on the 
threshold of a new era in the LP- 
gas industry. Should the railroads 
alone convert just half of the loco- 
motives in the country, they would 
use the annual surplus of propane 
produced from natural gas. Such a 
boost in the usage could have far- 
reaching results. *

The stand- 
ard, which applies to portable 
and stationary combustion en- 
gines and gas turbines inside 
or within 15 ft. of a building, 
contains new recommendations 
because of the increasing use of 
gas turbine-powered total energy 
package units.
